Hereas Mr. Fobs Geddeath invented anew way of ordering and Improving of Becs by a Form of Bee-houſe and Boxes digeſted 
into Colonies, (deicribed ina book intituled 4 New diſcovery of au excellent Method of Bee- bonuſes and Colonies, &c. lately priat- 
ed) which doth infallibly prevent both the Swarming of Bees (or their ſeparating and flying away in Companies from thetr 
native Hives) and likewiſe their dejtrufion by ſtifling and drowning or violent driving at the time of taking their honey, or by 

Cold, Cattel, Vermiine and other Calualticsz as allo the Charge and trouble of attendance, lots ot tine, and the other Inconveniencies of the 

old Forms; which Method is Approved by the Kings Majeliy, praQtiſed by ſeveral pertans at Quality and-many «ethers of all ranks, 

and divers years expericnc'd by himſclf to be far more Commodtous and profitable than any former way whatſoever. 
And whereas Bis Majeſty being willing that all his good Subjects ſhould have the benctit thereof, hath granted his Letters Patent to 


the Gaid Mr. Fobn Gedde, in order to the dilcovering and diffuling the faid Art throughout his Dominions, ttrictly forbidding all perſons 


under the Penalties appointed by Law, the ule of the ſaid Invention during the ſpace of Fourteen years, without the ſpecial Licence of 
him the faid Mr. Fobhn Gedde under Hand and Scal tirti had and obtain'd. 

Thcle therefore are to inform all fiich as are det1:ous to enjoy the bencfit of the aforeſaid Art for Improvement of Bees, in the right 
way and manner of praCtiling the fame. 


Our Bee-bouſe being buile of Timber, Brick or Stone, and ſcituate in a convenient place , is next to be furniſhed with Colonies of 
Y Boxcs made of proper materials, and thole Boxes with Brees, according as is directed in the atorclaid Buok, 

In Adqdition whereunto take thcle Following lultructions. 

Firlt, It's neculſary that fuch as are not furnith'd wich Bees already Co provide thcmſclves ſtocks of good old Hives of firong Bces, 
always betwizt Michaclmas and Canalemas, that bing the moſt proper ſeaſon for traniporting of Bees, 

Secondly, Your B.cs being once fciled in the place where you intend them, mult be tranſplanted from the old form of 
Straw. Skeps into their new Colonics of Boxes at or bcfore the beginning of March as the ſeaſon ſhall favour, that ſo they may both 
begin their Jabour with the: carly Spring, and thur Owners may at the end of fix or {cycn months of the ſame year both reap the pro- 
tit and make picof of the Contrivance. Therctore whereas in the printed book (page 16) the begining of Summer is recommended as 
the fi:tclt ſeaſon for tranſplanting B:es, you are to take notice that that rclates only to the time of Swarming : Where you are deſired fars 
ther to obſerve, that Swarms of Becs may be hived in your Boxes after the ſame manner that you uſe to hive them in your Straw Skeps, they being 
ficccd and clapp*t upon them3 yea Shaking them oft trom the bough of a Tree into your Boxes, may prove a very fuccelsful way ot plants 
ing them, provided they be good early Swarms. 

The manner of trayſplanting your Bces out of the Straw Skeps into the Boxes, is as followeth, viz. Take one of your Boxes dreſs'd 
after the ſame manner as you uſe to dreſs your old Skeps when a Swarm is to be put into them : Then having open'd the ſquare-hole 
in the top of your Box, and your Colonizs placed at an cqual diſtance from each other in the houſe; take your ſtrongeſt and belt furniſh'd 
Straw-hive and place it upon the top of the aforelaid Box with its front to the front of the Box, and Plalter it round, fo as to ſtop all 


-paſſages from the Bees Coming out any other way than through the li:tle-holes 1a the lower part ot the front of the Box. Let all windows 


of the Boxes and all doors of the Houſe be ſhut and kept: cloſe , except at ſuch times as you have occalion to look' through them to 
obſerve what progre(s the Bees make in their work, or for pleature and delight; only the ſmall ledge at the bottom .mutſt alwayes be 
kept open (ive in Winter. 

When you perceive your firlt Box to be full of Work and Bres, take another Box prepared as the former, and lifting vp the tft 
Box with the Straw Skep (till on the iop ot it, place the ſecond under it, which when you obſerve to be filled as the former, you muli 
in like manner ſupply a third, except it be very late in the year z which continuzl ſupply of Boxer as often as occation requires, and conſtant 
Circle and ſucceſſion of work, thercin, is an 1atallible Expedient (which many have attempted but none ever heretofore attain'd) for 
preventing, Lie Smwarminy ot Bucs, which are known never to Swarm fave for want of room and hiting accoinmodition for themſelves 
and their work. Bat it any be fo deulirous thit their Bzes ſwarm out of the Boxes in order to the planting of new Colonies, this 
you may calily cfi& by forbearing to (upply them with an additional Box when needtul; fo you may be at once furniſhed both with 
a liock tor a new plantation, and wi:h a convincing proot that want of room is the only realon why B:es ſwarm. Where it is not 
once to be quettioned but that the Bues will drlcend and continue their work oat of the Straw Skep, down into the Box upon which 
ie's plac'd, and out of that into the next under it, and fo on in purſuit of their labourz it bring aarural for Bres ever to Degiz! 
their work at the top-and upper end of the place where they dwell, and from thence to work downward, 

The manner of #2king your Honey according to this new way 15 brietly thus viz. Regard mit be had to the (cafon, and to the 
richnc(s of the (tore, and lirength of the Bees, that is, It there be two Boxes tull of Wax and Honey before Auguit, you may remove 
the Straw Skep when you pleatc, witercin will be no Bees but Wax and Honey, and there will be no more uſe for any Straw Skeps, &c. 
And at Michzelmas, which is the utua} time tor taking of Honey, it the third Box be plac'd before and the Bees in it, and any work 
with them, you may take oft the upper Box wiich will be allo tull of Wax and Honey, and after a right Judgment made of the ate 
of your Bccs, you may take halt or whole of the Honey and Wax therein according to diſcretionz this for the tirlt year, and fo 
yearly as the ſealons prove good or bad. | 

The way of removing the boxes when full of Honey, 1s this viz To open the little door in the fide of that Box which is (till uppermoſi 
and with the ſhutter at once to cut the work,” (pertecly dividing betwixt the Bees and upperwork,) and cloſe the ſquare hole of the ſame, 
thercby ſecuring the Bees and their Work in the lo ver Boxes 3 fo that by this dextrous and Commodious way of removing the Honey the deſtruGion 
of the Bees by tiifling, droweaing, violent diiving or otherwiſe (the uſual but unkind requital of their Induſtry) and one great realon of the 
ſcarcity of Honcy and Wax and the adulteration of both) is prevented; and ſufficient Winter liore referved for the Bees according, to the 
lame, Judgment bcing made thereot by inſpection through the Glals Windows. 


All which Conſidered, it may be very eafi'y Computed what great Gain, Profit and Advantage may redound to the publick, from this new Form 
and Method of Apitactory, beyond any other wiatloever, through excellency of the Honey and Wax, being treed from- ſmoak and water, its 
great encreaſe and quantity, and expedition 3# point of time, two entire Months at leati and that in the Chiect ſeaſon of the year, being gained 
by this new way which was waolly loſt by the other through the great confuſion and unſetlement of Bees before in and after Swarming, 


All that aredchirous to reap the benefit of this new way of Improument of Bees Are to take notice, That theſe Eight Counties of England, Cheſhire, - 
Herefordſhire, Glojterſhire, Wiltſhire, Somerſetſhire, Dorſetſhire, Devonſhire and Cornwall, withal the Cities and Towns Corporate within the
